S-51 RED LIGHT 
SEEN TOO LATE 


Boston, Oct 28.—Only one bright 
white light was visible to the lookouts 
aboard the coast liner City of Rome 
until just before the collision in which 
the submarine S-51 was sunk on the 
night of September 25, with a loss of 
thirty-three lives. This was the testi­ 
mony yesterday of Timothy Dreyer, of 
Savannah, Georgia, third officer of the 
City of Rome, at the hearing before a 
naval board of inquiry. 
Ordering Dreyer to 
bear to star­ 
board, the captain sighted a red light 
and ordered the vessel hard aport, the 
engines reversed and then sounded a 
series of blasts. 
Describes Scene 
After the crash the captain called 
the mates and turned out all hands. A 
lifeboat was put over, Dreyer said. 
He looked over the forward hold and 
reported everything all right below. 
The radio mast 
of the 
submarine 
drifted by close to the ship’s side. 
Before the collision the bearing of 
the white light held steady, he said. 
But he was uncertain what the vessel 
was and what her course. Only when 
the red light showed did he fear a col­ 
lision. The light, he said, did not ap­ 
pear to be drawing nearer, but seemed 
a safe distance away. There seemed 
to be good clearing distance, but when 
the red light showed she seemed to 
be coming “right at” them, Dreyer 
said.
